Three dates are important in the 


: history of the steam locomotive. On 
~ October-23—-1 824th fitst-steare-lo———______ 
’ comotive that actually pulled a train 
; on a track, that built by John Ste- 


vens, was run on a circular track 
on his estate at Hoboken, says a 
writer in the Philadelphia Inquirer, 

The first locomotive for railroad 
use was the “Stourbridge Lion,” 
which was built by the George Steph- 
enson works upon the Tyne river 
in England. Horatio Alten was sent 
to England by the Delaware & Hud- 
son Railroad company to buy it. 
The engine traveled at the speed of 
10 miles an hour. Its first run in 
the United States was on August 9,

- The first generator developed for 
laboratory work was built by Mich- 
ael Faraday in 1831.

For the Vien- 
na fair in 1873 a generator was built 
to be driven by a steam engine. Due 
to an error in the field construction, 
the generator ran faster than the 
engine and the frst ‘commercial’ 
motor resulted. The Srst central 
station geneFator was built by Edi- 
son in 1882, consisting of a 2,000- 
horsepower dynamo for the Pearl 
‘street station in New York city.
